wrote: 

• "The risk of barge shipping-related transport of fishes, within the Chicago Area 
Waterway System, was evaluated, and the resulting report delivered to the Asian Carp 
Regional Coordinating Committee. Results indicate that free-swimming fish, both 
wild fish and fish placed in and around barges by researchers, can remain between 
barges for substantial distances. In one trial, live fish were transported more than nine 
miles on the Illinois River through Brandon Road Pool, Lockport Lock, and the 
United States Army Corps of Engineers' electric dispersal barriers. 

Improvements in barge operation best management 
practices are being pursued to reduce this risk."

Gavin, Todd/Mike .. at the Secretariat level we've taken a look at your AIS Progress Report of 
the Parties chapter and there's been a suggestion to some re-ordering to the chapter.

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Domestic Actions). There was also a suggestion to profile I highlight Asian carp work as a 
11Special focus", which pulled your related Asian carp bullets into this section- this could be in 
a graphical text box to give it further prominence.
